CIVIL SERVICE IN 
FAVOR OF VETS 


The Civil Service Commission 
} announced today a change in favor 
of ex-service men in the reguia- 
tions governing the re-opening to 
the veterans of examinations 
which have been held and closed. 
The new regulations follow: 

Until further notice, American 
citizens who served as soldiers, 
sailors or marines in any of the 
allied military forces between Au- 
gust 1, 1914, and July 2, 1921, 
and those who so served in the 
American forces between April 6 
1917, and July 2, 1921, will be | 
allowed to enter any examination 
for which there is an existing reg:-. 
ister, provided application is made } 
during military service or not| 
later than one year after their) 
honorable discharge from the 
army, or termination of their ac- 
tive service in the navy or marine 
corps. The names of all such per- 
sons who pass the examination 
will be entered upon the eligible 
register, but preference in ap- 
pointment will be given to those 
only who submit evidence that 
they have been honorably dis- 
charged. 

A soldier, sailor or marine who 
served between August 1, 1914, 
and July 2, 1921, and who by reas- 
on of confinement in a govern- 
ment hospital under treatment has | 
been prevented from taking an 
examination for which there is an 
existing register, may be admit- 
ted to such examination, provid- 
ed he makes application within 
one year after discharge from 
the hospital. '

A recent shipment of hogs and 
purebred cattle to Manchuria and 
the Philippines is evidence of this 
fact and Mexico and South Amer- 
ica frequently draw on California 
for livestock. Only last month, a 
representative of the Department 
of Dairying, Imperial University, 
Japan, visited our state with the 
view of obtaining information rel- 
ative to the status of our cattle 
industry. The State Department 
of Agriculture feels that such ex- 
portations should awaken in our 
breeders the realization of Cali- 
fornia’s rank as a_ producer of 
high-class cattle. 

In addition to producing well- 
bred individuals the health of cat- 
tle for the future market must be 
carefully guarded. If this branch 
of the livestock industry is to 
reach its highest development the 
California Department of Agricul- 
ture advises that most careful at- 
tention must be given to the pro- 
duction of amimals free from dis- 
ease, 

As an example of what can be 
accomplished along this line, ref- 
erence is made to California breed- 
ers who are now owners of “ac- 
credited” herds, and té“the area 
plan for eradication of tuberculosis 
in cattle carried on in the coun- 
ties of Lassen and Modoc. This 
is conducted under the tuberculosis 
free area law, which provides for 
the removal of tuberculous cattle
